Three Deaths Result From a Stable 
_ Fire in New York. 


Heart Disease Claimed One of the Vic- 
tims. 


FOUR MEN PERISH IN A BLAZE IN A 
LODGING-HOUSE. 


John A. Bostwick Dropped Dead From 
Excitement While Watching His Barn 
Consumed—Charred Remains of His 
Coachman and Footman Found in the 
Debris—Fishing Party Drownei—Cas- 
ualties of a Day. 


MAMARONECK, N. Y., Aug. 17.—A fife broke 
out shortly after midnight in the handsome 
stables of John A. Bostwick of the Standard 
Oil Co, at his summer residence on Oriental 
Point, overlooking Long Island Sound. The 
fire departments of the surrounding villages 
hurried to the scene. When they arrived, 
however, the Bostwick stables had not only 
bevgn gutted, but the flames had com- 
municated tothe stables of Mr. Constable of 
Arnold, Constable & Co., New York, After 
the‘iire had burned out it was learned that 
Mr. Bostwick’s coachman and footman were 
missing. They were known to have been 
sleeping in their apartments on the second 
fioor inthe stable. An examination of the 
ruins was made as soon as possible and their 
charred bodies were found among the debris. 

Soon after the fire broke out Mr. Bostwick 
hurried out on the piazza, laboring under 
great excitement. He had been inili-health 
for some time and when he saw his stables 
on fire he suddenly fell backward and became 
unconscious. He died before medical aid 
could reach him. Death issupposed to have 
been caused by heart failure produced by‘un- 
due excitement. The body was carried into 
his room and the greatest excitement pre- 
valied in the household. The nearest physi- 
cian was called, only to be of no service. 

The dead man’s coachman and footman 
went on a boating trip yesterday on the 
found, and it is said that when they returned 
to Mr. Bostwick’s place last night they were 
both under the influence of liquor. It is sup- 
posed that the fire was started by either the 
men carelessly smoking or handling matches 
in the stable. Eight valuable carriage horses 
andanumber of carriages and carts were 
destroyed. The stables were completely 
gutted and nothing of the contents were 
saved. ‘The loss is estimated at $50,000. The 
Constable stables were also destroyed, to- 
gether with the contents, including several 
horses and handsome turnouts and harness. 


PERISHED IN THE FLAMES, 

Lonpon, Aug. 17.—At Tredegar, a flourish- 
ing industrial town in Monmouthshire, last 
night four lives were lost by the burningof a 
model lodging house erected for unmarried 
mentolivein. Afterthe seventy inmates of 
the model lodging house had retired the 
building was discovered on fire. There wasa 
frantic rush forlife by the inmates, They 
could be seen hanging fromthe upper win- 
dows, some of them ina nude condition, and 


the cries of others could be heard, unable to 
escape from the burning structure, When 
the firewas extineuished it was found that 
four of the inmates of the lodging house 
had perished and that a large number 
were burned and otherwise injured. The 
weather was warm, sothat there was very 
littie suffering from exposure, and clothes 
were promptly provided for the rescued. 
Tne cause of the fire is being investigated to- 
day. Itis believed to have originated in the 
room ofa lodger, who hada habit of smok- 
ing in bed, and who perhaps fellasleep with 
a pipein his mouth. Other causes were also 
iven. Theawfulaffair has greatly shaken 
aith in thesecurity, so far as fire is con- 
cerned,of the workingmen’s model lodging 
houses. 


ALMOST SUFFOCATED. 

Paris, Aug. 17.—A fire which broke out yes- 
terday in the coal cellar of a restaurant in 
the Passage des Princes in this city resulted 
seriously for a numberof the firemen sum- 
moned to the scene. Fourteen firemen who 
had descended into the burning cellar were 
removed thence in an unconscious condition, 
having been overcome by fumes from the 
ignited coal. Five of the men were so 
seriously affected that it was necessary to 
remove them toa hospital, and out of this 
number three are in a precarious condition. 


IN A BLAZING HOTEL. 

PinE Buurrs, Ark., Aug. 17,—The Lindell 
Hotel and Cotton Belt depot were destroyed 
by fire early this morning. The fire is said to 
have originated in the kitchen flues of the 
Lindell, and spread so rapidly that the entire 
building was consumed in fifteen minutes. A 
horrible sight met the spectators 
this morning, when the body of 
E. K. Lambert Johnson, a prominent 


attorney of Dewitt, Ark., anda guest of the 
hotel, was found in the debris almost burned 
toacrisp. Other guests of the house had to 
flee for their lives, and some fled to places of 
safety barefooted and only scantily clad.

THINK THEY HAVE CLEWS, 


People Who Write Letters Containing 
Theories on the Boston Tragedy. 


FALL River, Mass., Aug. 17.—The State is 
making every preparation for the presenta- 
tion of evidence against Lizzie Borden at the 
preliminary hearing next Monday.! 


This murder, like all tragedies in which the 
public becomes deeply interested, has .de- 
veloped the inevitable letter writer. 

Here area few samples of about 300 letters 
received by City Marshal Hilliard: 

I will have my say now. When you think you have 
Lizzie for the murder you are rong. Ididit. I said 
IwouldandI did. By the time you get this I shall 
be far from Boston. JOUN 

DEAR SirR—If it isa second-hand hatchet you are 
looking for youcan get all you want on Portland 
Street, this city, 26 cents each, and these will tell 
you those no the one that was usedin the Borden 
murder, 

DEAR SIR—Why not clear up this dreadful mystery 
by an examination of the retina of the eye of one or 
both of the murdered parties? If either were con- 
scious at the time ot the murder the last object seen 
by them will be found impressea there. In the case 
of Mrs. Borden it would be a sure test; would think 
she turned , as is supposed, and faced the assassin. 
Dark, mysterious cases have been brought to light in 
this manner, by the means of photography. Do nos 
care to be known at present. espectfully, 

DETECTIVE. 

Another Boston man was suspicious of the 
Anarchists and sent the following: 

DEAR Sir—l would suggest that you make in- 
quiries as to whether Mr. Borden said or wrote any- 
thing to excite the hatred, malice and murderous 
vengeance of the Anarchists during the recent 
Homestead troubles, and did he have any money 
dealings with persons who may be supposed to have 
sympathy with Anarchists? vas the person who in 
an anery talk threatened Mr, B. with ‘getting even 
with him’’ an Anarchist? PRO BONO PUBLICO. 

Some ofthe letterscame from New York, 
some from Chicago and one from Minne- 
apolis. The Borden family and Mr. Jennings, 
their counsel, have also received many of 
these cranky missives, and a few of them 
have been of an insulting character. 


The friends of the prisoner are not idle. 
Some of the strongest points for the defense 
wiil be: First, thatas to the axes and hatch- 
ets found, that none of them had an edge of 
such razor-like sharpness that it could sever 
the hairof Mrs. Borden from her head as 
heatiy as a shears would have done, and as 
Mayor Coughlin and Dr. Dolan say that it 
was so severed; second, that Mr. Jennings 
as Mr. Borden’s iawyer would have 
knowledge of the claim of the police there 
was a wili forthcoming; third, the entire 
absence of blood on Miss Borden’s garments. 

The poison story seems to have been ex- 
ploded,. It is not expected that Dr. Wood 
will find traces of poison in the stomachs or 
viscera ofeither Mr. or Mrs. Borden. The 
fact is that the identification of Lizzie Borden 
as the womanto whom Eli Bence refused to 
sell prussic acid ts likely to prove a case of 
entirely mistaken identity. Inspector Mc- 
Caffrey was in Fall River jooking after drug- 
gists who were violating the law in selling 
poison. It was known that he was employ- 
ing a woman to obtain evidence as to sales, 
and it was claimed that this woman was not 
as large as Lizzie Borden. ‘The avsence of the 
poison disproves the theory that the old peo- 
ple’s sickness was caused as a result of 
poisoning, andthusthe attempted purchase 
of prussic acid by Miss Borden on Wednesday 
will, even if true, fallin value as a supple- 
mentary piece of evidence showing criminal 
deliberation and planning on her part.

Impiored Mrs. Stam to havea doctor sum- 
moned and render the necessary aid. she 
stoutly refused, saying she had given the 
child to God and He would cure or killit at 
His pleasure. With this she stood beside 
the child’s bed and watclied the life spark go 
out. The death of the child aroused a bitter 
feeling in the neighborhoo:|, where the 
Stams reside, and it is probable that the 
matter will not end pleasantly.

New York Central Switchmen Join 
the Erie Strikers. 


The Disaffection Spreading to Many 
Other Roads. 


FREIGHT YARDS BLOCKED AND TRAFFIC 
AT A STANDSTILL, 


Engines and Trains Deserted at Midnignt 
—No Further Acts of Violence Re- 
ported — The State Militia Concen- 
trated at Buftalo—Vast Interests In- 
volveiin the Labor Battle—Demands 
Acceded to by Some Lines. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 17.—The strike situa- 
tion this morning is most alarming and the 
danger can hardly be overestimated. There 
are nearly 1,000 men on strike, with the 
probability of 300 or 400 more being added to 
the number within the next twenty-four 
hours. The strike on the Central and West 
Shore Short Line after midnight causes much 
apprehension. Theaim now szems to bea 
general tie-up. The wildest rumors prevail 
as to the probable outcome of the trouble, 
which strikers predict may extend from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific unless their demands 
are acceded to. Up to midnight the situation 
was not ominous, Only two arrests had been 
made of strikers for rioting, and in one in- 
stance twenty-five policemen succeeded in 
dispersing a body of 200 destructionists. But 
as the strikers grow in numbers more 
outbreaks are feared’... With the trouble at 
Sara, Hornsville and Binghampton, and pro- 
spective strikes at Waveriy, Jersey City and 
other points, the handling of freight by the 
men imported to take the place of the strik- 
ers must necessarily be impeded, and it Is 
not easy to foresee the outcome should the 
difficulty extend,as the strikers affirm it will, 
from State to State. The strike on the Cen- 
tral was ordered by the Switchmen’s Union. 
A grievance committee of the New York 
Central waited on Supt. Voorhees yesterdey 
afternoon for a final answer to their de- 
mands. Mr. Voorhees declined to grant 
them and last nighttheclimaxcame. The 
committee met at Kaiser’s Hall and decidedto 
strike. The committee continued in session 
untila late hour, but about 9 o’clock the 
order was sent tothe various yards of the 
company at Black Rock, Suspension Bridge 
and Niagara Falls to stop work at midnight. 
The order tothetwo latter places was not 
ex pected to go into effect until 20’clock this 
morpning, when the messengers would arrive 
from Buffalo. The switchmen in the yards 
at this city were also ordered to go out at 
midnight. it was understood thatthe order 
would not affect passenger train service for 
the present but may at any moment. 

SUPT. VOORHEES TALKS, 

Before going down intothe yards this morn- 
ing, General Superintendent Voorhees was 
asked how many of the Central men were 
out: 

‘*There are about 150 men in all.’’ 

‘*What dothe strikers demand—tewer hours 
or increased wages?’’ 

**That’s just what I’d like yon to make 
clear to the public through the press. It is 
purely a strike for increased pay. The pre- 
tension of the men that they want fewer 
hours isallhumbug. They have worked in 
the past eleven hours a day actual work, and 
they expect to continue to work that way, 
but they want their hourly compensation in- 
creased by an amount which is practically 10 
percent. Itis, as I said before, a strike for 
increased pay. The men have never before 
made the slightest objection to the number 
of hours they work.’’ 

**They made a formal demand for it?’’ 

‘Yes. The night force came to us on 
Tuesday and made the same demand that 
has been made on other roads. They be- 
long to the Switchmen’s Union, and I sup- 
pose they made up their minds todo as the 
other union men did. Their demand was re- 
fused, The men employed on this road to 
Buffalo have been receiving more pay than 
any other men performing like service on 
this road in the State of New Yors, and we 
decided not to grant their demands.’’ 

**Do you anticipate much trouble as a re- 
sult of these men going out?’’ 

‘*No, There has been no demonstration as 
yet and no delay of trains. Ishall not worry 
about it.’’ 

**Do you know whether there Is any perish- 
able freight at present in the yards?’’ 
‘‘Yes. Iknowthatthereis none, 
respect we are in very good shape.,’’ 

‘*‘Doyouexpect any difficulty in getting 
men to take the strikers’ places? 

No;notif weare given protection by the 
authorities.’’ 

Asked whether the fact that the West Shore 
has been carrying freight transterred from 
the Erie had anything to do with prompting 
the Central’s men to go out, Mr. Voorhees 
said he did not think it had. 

**Weare able to handle whatever freight is 
brought to us?’’ 

VAST INTERESTS INVOLVED. 

An enormous amount of traffic will be tied 
up by the strike, as it will, no doubt, involve 
the Lake Shore road and, perhaps, all the 
lines in Buffaio. The Delaware, Lackawanna 
& Western watchmen have plainly been in 
sympathy with their striking brethren of the 
Lehigh and the Erie, and they will not prob- 
ably remain long at work handling freight 
forthe other lines. The strike is extending 
and may be far-reaching in its consequences 
and disastrous to the business community. 

The Central’s yards are of vast extent and 
inthree different sections of thecity. Four 
of the six switch-tenders employed inthe 
New York Central depot at Exchange street 
quit their posts soon after 12 o’clock. Ar. 
rangements were at Once made to send out 
an engine and crew to bring in the Lake Shore 
passenger train due here at1:40 0’clock. A 
police escort was sent with the engine. 

In the Central yards at 2 o’clock all the 
men had quit work and all” the engines were 
being tiedup. Twenty-five policemen under 
Capt. Zacher were on guardin the yards, 
Everything is quiet andorderly. The New 
York Central yards here passed througha 
strike two yearsago. The company defeated 
the men, filling the yards with non-union 
men. It was not believed that the union could 
Again geta stronghold in the yards, but com- 
mittees have been at work for several montis 
preparing fora strike. A vote was taken in 
the yards a week ago and resulted in three- 
fourths of the men agreeing to strike for the 
ten hour system. The action of last night 
was the result ofthe ballot. The company 
employs about twenty-five engines and 
something over a dozen night engines, each 
having a switcuing crew of three men, be- 
sides the engineers and firemen, making a 
total of about 125 men in switching service in 
the yards. 

The strike on the Central and West Shore 
will very nearly blockade business on the 
lakes, so far as Buffalo is concerned, Already 


In this 


the shipments of coal have about stopped. 
The average movement has been about two 
cargoes a day since Friday. Already the 
Northwestern flour agencies are complaining 
that they are getting swamped with flour, 
and with only the Lackawanna left to help 
them out they will accomplish very little to- 
ward keeping up with Eastern business. The 
receipts of grain are so heavy that the eleva- 
tors will soon be full. General package 
freight is accumulatingso rapidly that the 
warehouses are overflowing with it. The ef- 
fect of the strike on the big railroad shops is 
already becoming apparenj, Cars for re- 
building and repair are growing few in the 
shops, while they are Milling up on the road. 

‘*If the strike continges much longer,’’said 
one of the Lehigh Valley men last night,*‘the 
road will be compelled to make serious fre- 
duction in its shop force,.’’ 

j RUMORS OF A CONFERENCE. 

any rumors of conferences between pign 
officials of the roads and grand officers of the 
organizations were Current last night, but so 
far as known nothing of the kind occurred. 
The report that President McLeod was com- 
ing here andthe presence of Vice-President 
Webb inthecity probabiy gave rise tothe 
rumors, The General Superintendent of the 
Reading system, Mr. Bonsallo, is expected 
here to-day. Grand Master Sargeant and 
Grand Master Dobbs of the Locomotive 
Firemen, and -Grand Master Wilkinson 
ofthe Trainmen, were also reported to be 
here or expected. The last named left Chi- 
cago yesterday for Buffalo, but nothing ts 
kpown of the first two named. 

Division No, 12 of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Firemen held its regular meeting last 
night. Atits close the members declined to 
say anything about what occurred at the 
meeting, It was expected that Messrs. Sar- 
geant and Dobbs would be present at the 
meeting, but they did not put in an appear- 
ance. Nearly all the firemen seen did not be- 
lieve they would be called on to go out. 

Supt. Finnell of the Lehigh Valley stated 
last night that the company will for the 
present pay particular attention to the lake 
freight business... ‘‘We will soon be in good 
shape to handle our business,’’ said Mr. Fin- 
nell, ‘‘as we have sixty men in East Buffalo 
now ready to go to work.’’ 

Supt. Brunn of the Erle expressed himself 
Satisied that everything would be running 
smoothly to-day, although the company will 
not attemptto dO any night work while the 
strike lasts. 

TROOPS ABUNDANT. 

Word from Philadelphia was received last 
night that President McLeod was prepared 
to send on all the men needed as soos as he 
Was assured ofthe proper protection. This 
he will get, for Gen. Doyle thas ordered the 
Fourth Brigade to report to him here to-day. 

Representatives of all the roads went be- 
fore Judge Green lastevening and reported 
that their property was not sufficiently 
guarded by the troops called out by the 
Sheriff. The Judge granted an order on 
Gen. Doyle, wha,issued a general order at 
once calling out The. entire Fourth Brigade. 
In his letter to Gen, Doyle Justice Greeu 
says: ‘*Itappears to methata riotous and 
unlawful assembly isin the County of Erie, 
State of New York, with intent to offer vio- 
lence to persons and property. I do hereby 
order and direct youto order your command 
and all thereof to appear and assemble forth- 
with at @ place to be designated by you in the 
City of Buffalotoaidthe authorities in sup- 
pressing violence and enforcing the law.’’ 

The ourth Brigade comprises fifteen 
companies from different points between here 
and Syracuse, ‘This brings an additional 
force of 1,140 men on the scene to-day, mak- 
non beg totalof about 38,000 men under arms 

ere.. 

These companies will be armed and 
equipve‘4d similar to the Sixty-fifth and Seven- 
ty-second. ‘The battery, however, will leave 
its guns behind andthe men will be armed 
with sabers and’pistols. Someof these com- 
panies staried for Buffale this morning. The 
Firstand Eighth companies of Rochester ar- 
rived over the Céntral aDout 4 o’clock this 
morning. They alighted at the Exchange 
~treet Station, and under @harge of a pilot 
siarted to walk omthe tracks to Kast Buffalo. 

ARBITRATORSK ON THE SCENE. 

William Purcell of Rochester, Chairman of 
the State Board of Mediation and Arvitration, 
with Messrs. Robertson of Troy and Donovan 
of brooklyn, arrived here yesterday to in- 
vestigate the situation. Commissioners 
Purcell and Robertson drove out to the Erte 
and Lehigh yards, now under guard of the 
militia.

He said they 
could not do so untii they had heard both 
sides. Therallroaders when seen were full 
of glee over the tidings whicn came from out- 
side points where the strikes have been de- 
clared or men are reported on theeve of 
striking. The strikers are withdrawing from 
the Erie and Lenbhigh yards, where the mili- 
tary are in control, to outside territory, 
where they can have things more their own 
way and where they can make much trouble. 
An instance of this was given late yesterday 
afternoon, when a large body of strikers in- 
tercepted an Erie freight train at Taylor 
Park, near Alden, and stalled it, pulling all 
the coupling- pins and setting the air brakes. 
The train was backedto Aiden and lay there 
allnight. Troops will be sent out to that vi- 
cinity to-day. 

But one act of violence occurred during the 
night, which brought ovt the first shot of the 
campaign. At midnight Capt. Wood, Com- 
pany H, Seventy-fourth Regiment, who, with 
his company, was guarding the*Lackawanna 
Bridge, firedon a man on a movingtrain who 
threw a stone at him. The stone hit him on 
the leg and he promptly senta bullet from 
his pistol into the darkness, but did not hit, 
sotar asisknown. The early hours of the 
morning passed without incident, and at 10 
o’clock this morning all is reported quiet at 
the scene of trouble.

Oliver Springs Stockade in the 
Hands of the Miners.

Militia Sent to the Scene Surrender 
to the Mountaineers. 


ANARCHY NOW RULES IN THE COAL RE- 
GIONS OF TENNESSEE, 


The Guards at the Convicts’ Camp Forced 
to Capitulate—-An Army of Nearly 
2,000 Free Miners Now in the Field— 
Gov. Buchanan Calling Out All the 
Available Military Force of the State to 
Put Down the Revolt. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 17.—Another con- 
vict stockade has fallen and for the third 
time within a weex have the State laws been 
put at defiance by the free miners 
of Tennessee. The convict camp 
at Oliver Springs capitulated to-day 
and 200 striped laborers are now at 
Clinton, the county seatof Anderson Coun- 
ty, uwaiting the orders of the Governor. It 
isimpossible to get the particulars of tne 
surrender, asthe wires inall that district 
are controlled by the miners. The first re- 
port from Clinton stated that another fight 
had taken place early this morning and 
that the guards had been beaten 
and forced to retreat, but a later dispatch 
from them states that no battle took place 
to-day. The ranks of the miners haa been 
swelled by large accessions from Kentucky 
and Virginia, and failingto receive aid from 
the militia, Capt. Ferris, in command of the 
guards at Oliver, determined to yield 
rather than run the risk of being 
blown up by dynamite, which the 
miners threatened touse. He had but forty 
men under his command. Until this dis- 
patch was received at noon to-day Knoxville 
had been completely cut off from all points 
in the disturbed district except Harriman 


Junction. 
SCENE OF THE CONFLICT. 


Harriman fs only fifteen miles from the bat- 
tleflelad of Oliver Springs, but it is difficult to 
get details oftheevents which are now mak- 
ing history in East Tennessee. The convict 
mining canrp,for the possession of which the 
free laborers of this region were struggling, Is 
four miles from the little city of Oliver 
Springs, with which itis connected by tele- 
phone. From Oliver a telegraph line runs 
to Harriman along the track of the Walden’s 
Ridge Railway, which forms a junction with 
the East Tennessee & Georgia Road at this 
point. 

But this line has been destroyed and com- 
munication by wire interrupted. Reports 
from the scene come chiefly by messengers. 
The situation this morning was desperate. 
The detachment of twenty-six militiamen 
from Chattanooga reached Harriman at 3 a. 
m. They failedto reach Oliver Springs. The 
engineer was afraid topullthem. Passenger 
trafficonthe road between Harriman and 
Knoxville has been abandoned. The miners 
have captured all the road’s engines and torn 
up the track beyond Coal Creek and Oliver 
Springs. The soldiers are stillside tracked at 
the junction. 

The road between Harriman and the 
Springs is stillintact, but in the present con- 
dition of the country it is a matter of life and 
death to attempt to run a train over it, 
Knoxville is fifty miles from Harriman, and 
the line from here there has not been tam- 
pered with, but all news from the Springs 
must come by the way ofthe latter place, 
which has no direct communication with the 
scene of the conflict. The wires in the nelgh- 
borhood of Coal Creek and Oliver Springs 
were again cut this morning. 

At2 o’clock this morning the operator at 
the Harriman end ofthe line found that his 
wire was alive, andthe first message he re- 
ceived conveyed the information that fully 
1,000 men with arms in their hands were on 
the hills surrounding Ollver Springs, and 
thatevery preparation bad been made by 
the forces inside the stockade for a fight. 
following this came a message thatthe min- 
ers at Coal Creek and Jellico had taken 
charge of the Knoxville & Ohio Railroad and 
are en route to Oliyer Springs to render 
assistance to their comrades, They had 
every engine and crew on that Iine and were 
moving ina body, compelling the trainmen 
to do their bidding. There were over 5,000 
men in the train, Which was pulled by four 
engines. 

The next intelligence that Knoxville re- 
ceived was that contained in the messago 
from Clinton told in the beginning of this dis- 
patch. 

Later in the daya telegram from Harriman 
announced the arrival there of Maj. Chand- 
ler of the Knoxvilie militia. He came 
from the front and confirmed the re- 
port of the capture of the stockade. The 
Major estimates the number of miners under 
arms at 1,700, and says it is absurd toattempt 
to put down this revolt with the handful of 
State troops now in the fleld, It is thougbt 
the Oliver Springs stockade will be burned 
to-night, and that Coal Creek will be attacked 
next. 

A railway official who reached Knoxville 
this afternoon describes the scenes in the 
mining regionas a complete reign of an- 
archy. A mob had complete control of the 
Knoxville & Ohio road, which runs from here 
to Jellico, via Clinton, a distanee of sixty-six 
miles. 

All trains were Officially annulled, but the 
miners at Jellico, on the Kentucky border, 
took possession of three engines and all the 
coaicars and ran them to Oliver Springs, 
sixty miles, tothe aldof the miners there. 
They forced the train men to take 
the trains through at the point 
their pistols. More than 1,000 miners had as- 
sembled at Oliver Springs by dark. ° 

This official saysthat they increased rapid- 
ly during the night by men from Harriman 
and Rockwood. To these were tobe added 
a thousand to fifteen hundred, who reached 
there about 2a. m., from the Jellico District.

Capelli replied with a war- 
fant for Barricelli’s arrest, alleging that 
be had made threats on his life 
This is the culmination ofa fight which has 
been going on since last December, and the 
outcome is watched with great interest by 
the friends of both parties, and in fact by 
alithe Italians in the city, of whom there 
are about 7,000. Capellihas been a resicent 
of this city for twenty or more years, and for 
many years kept a saloon at Fourteenth and 
Chestnut streets. He has retired from busi- 
m ess DOW and isliving on the income of his 
property, of which he possesses a 
goodly share. Being able to speak 
English fluently he has for 
years been cailed upon by his countrymen to 
intercede for them at court when they would 
get in trouble with the ‘‘policeaman.’’ Thus 
he became a man looked upto by the poorer 
Class of Italians and hits association with 
court officers and city officials made for him 
@ friendship he could count on. His leader- 
ship was undisputed until some few months 
ago, when Barricelli, proprietor of the 
Progress Printing Co., at 308 North Tenth 
strest, arose and quéstioned some of his acts 
and in doing so created two factions, which 
are now very bitter towards one another. 

CAPELLI’S RIVAL. 

Sarricelli is an elderly man well educated, 
a teacher of languages and a soldier who 
served nine years in the Italian army and 
acted as instrnuctorin cavalry. Ne has been 
in this country twenty years, and has re- 
sided in St. Louis for the lastten years. He 
held himself aloof from the lower class of 
Italians for some time, but, ashe says, his 
heart was touched by their miserable condi- 
tion and the manner they were imposed 
upon, and he went to their relief. He became 
Very popular with them in ashort wiile on 
account of his ability to speak English, 
and his successin looking after their cases 
incourt. Krowing that many of the Italians 
were not na“uralized yet, Barricelli proposed 
to get upa political club and have fixed 
dues, which wouldin the course of a few 
months pay for their na¢uralization papers. 
The Itallans jumped at the proposition as 
they thought it would make them a power in 
the city as votersand gain for them freedom 
from constant arrest and court trials. 
Two hundred and forty were made citizens 
during’ the preliminary organization. 
When it was decided to organizea meeting 
was calied in Druids’ Hall and Mr. Rossi was 
called to the chair as temporary chalr- 
man. Mr. Barricelil was asked to act as 
Secretary. The question arose whetiier to 
nominate the officers in open meeting or 
have a committee of three nominate the 
officers for them. Then the trouble began. 
The friends of Barriceill wanted the nomi.ia- 
tion to be made openly, because they feared 
a committee of three would not nominate 
himinthe caucus. They were aware of the 
jealousy Barricelli’s increasing popularity 
had created, and as only the leaders were to 
be put on the\commilttee they surmised that 
he would not given fair play. A commit 
tee was appointed, however, and they re- 
tired. Inashort while they reappeared and 
presented the namesof Priario and Rossl, 
but fatled to mention Barriceill 
although he was known to be inthe field. At 
once there wasa great commotion. Barri- 
ceili’s friends insisted on the name being pre- 
sented. In the midst of the confusion Chatir- 
man Rossi declared the meeting adjourned. 
This action, Barricelll claims, was done to 
spoil his chances for the presidency, as 
another meeting would be called without 
notifying his friends, he thought, and a pres- 
ident be elected. He therefore decided to act 
a@tonce. Hecalledapon the Italians to re- 
main in their seatsas the Chairman had no 
power to adjourn a meeting without putting 
a motion to a vote. The greater 
number remained, but the friends 
of Rossi and Capelli went out. 
Barricellithen called the meeting to order 
and asked if they were ready for an election. 
They said they were and nominations were 
asked for. Only one name was proposed and 
that was Barricelli’s. He was elected by ac- 
clamation. A secretary was then elected and 
the meeting adjourned. Two weeks later an- 
Other meeting was called at which‘ apelll 
was. _presentand he charged Barricelli with 
forcing the ltallans to vote for him for Presi- 
dent. MBarricelli says he called upon the 
meetingto name their president and they 
shouted with one voice ‘‘Barricelli.’’ At all 
meetings after that Capelli and his fnends 
were conspicuous by their absence,

I told them I 
would hire a lawyer for $0a month who 
would 1ook after their cases and I would take 
$50 a month for cigars and 
other expenses. The thought that 
was reasonable an were ready 
to pay it when Barricelli, who thought I was 
getting too much,told them not to pay. Some 
of them did make up a purse and offered it to 
me, but I would not take it.’’ 

‘*Was there not some danger. of that body 
ofimen forming themselves into an organiza- 
tion which would be dangerous to the com- 
munity?*’’ be was asked, 

**‘Wo, sir. I} Rave been in this city twenty 
or more years and my reputation is un- 
stained. I am as good acitizen as anyone 
here, and I would never allowit to become 
antagonistic to the community.’’ 

Mr. Capeilisaid he did not know anything 
about presents being made in the \iayor’s 
office for privilezes or permits, but he did 
not think it wrong or unlikely. 

His case against Barricelli comes up in 
Justice Carroll’s court to-morrow morning 
and a big delegation of italians will be 
present.

HE 18 IN THE CITY SEARCHING FOR / 
THE MISSING YOUNG WOMAN. 


A Disappearance Which Mystifics the 
People of Marion County, Il., and 
Which for a Tims Caused Talk of a 
Lynching—Shots Were Heard, But Her 
Body Cannot Be Found. | 


M. J. Helm of Salem, Ill., Sheriff of Marton

voce vote ofthe membersat a meeting previously 
held during a business session of the Exchange.

“SAID HE HIT HER. 


Death of Mrs. Lucy Ball at the City 
: ‘Hospital. 


SHE CLAIMED HER HUSBAND HAD IN- 
FLICTED HER INJURIES. 


Robert Ball, Who Lived With Her asa 

: Husband, Denies the Charge and Dr. 
Marks Says Death May Have Been Due 
to Natural Causes—Police News in 
General. 


Mrs. Lucy Ball, the colored woman received 
at the City Hospital from 503 South Fourth 
street last Monday, died there this morning. 
She told one of the nurses at the hos- 
pital that she had been struck on 
the head by her husband the day 
before, but that wasall that could be gotten 
outofher. She was unconscious when re- 
ceived at the hospital and remained in 
that condition until she died, except 
for a short period last night. Dr. 
Chambers is making a post mortem examina- 
tion of the body forthe Coroner this after- 
noon and an inquest will be held to-morrow. 
The police have made no arrestsiyet. 

Robert Ball, with whom the:'woman had 
been living, was found by a Poast-DISPATCH 
reporter and be dented having struck her. 
He said that she drank very hard and 
had had one or two attacks of hemor- 
rhages. She was inthe _ habit, he 
said, of going out late at night 
or’ early in the morning to work 
in certain sporting resorts in the neighbor- 
hood. On Monday morning at 3 o’clock, he 
said, she left home and came back at 7:30 
very drunk. She complained of her 
head, he = said, and laid down, 
only speaking once to tell him 
where some of her clothes were. He staid 
with her all day, he said, and she was taken 
to the City Hospital that night. The house 
where he thought she might have gone on 
Monday morning was at Third and Poplar 
streets, where he claimed she told him she used 
to work. It was denied at that place, how- 
ever, that she worked there. Bal] is em- 
ployed at A. Klauber’s rag paper warehouse 
at 407 South Fourth street. He stated that he 
was not married to the woman, although she 
bore his name, but had lived witb her for the 
last four years, She had lived with 
four other men at different times 
before taking up with him, nhe_ said. 
One of their names was Jim Williams, he 
said, and another was Henry. He did not 
know the name ofathird. George Harrison, 
ne said, was her last husband. Harrison 
gave her up, Ball said, and he took her. 
When she came home Monday wmorn- 
ing, Ball said, she had her head tied 
up with her apron. He went 
with her, he said, to the hospital 
to which she was taken in an ambulance,and 
kissed her good-by. The reporter experi- 
enced no difficulty in finding Ball to-day, he 
being found in the alley back of 592 South 
Fourth street, where he lived, talking to 
another colored man anda colored woman, 
Ball claimed to have examined the woman 
and discovered no marks of violence on her. 
He also claimed to have been kind to her and 
when she complained of feeling sick he said 
he told her to stay in bed and he would cook 
the breakfast, which he said he did. 

Dr. Marks said the woman was brought to 
the hospital at 6:20 o’clock Monday evening 
unconscious. She did not recover until the 
following morning and then only for a little 
while, during which period she said she had 
been hitontbe head by her husband. She 
sank into unconsciousness again and 
died at 3:30 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. Dr. Marks said she was 
suffering from ovarian and kidney troubles, 
and they might have caused her death, but 


|}asshe had said she was hit by her husband 


and had been unconscious for a time before 
her death he thought it a case for the Coro- 
ner to investigate.

RIVALRY BETWEEN THE HOGG AND CLARK FAG 
TIONS AT HOUSTON. 

Houston, Tex., Aug. 17.—The State Con- 
vention will reassemble at 2p. m. to-day 
and the Democracy ofthe State finds itself 
confronted by the biggest probiem in its 
history. 


To understand the situation which con- 
fronts the Texas Democracy at the State Con- 
vention it is necessary to record the stirring 
events of yesterday afternoon. After the 
convention had assembled it was called to 
order by Chairman Finney of the State Com.- 
mittee. When nominations for temporary 
chairman of the convention were calied for 
the Hogg men named Jonn L. Shepherd of 
Camp County and the Clark people put for- 
ward Jonathan Law of Fayette. Clark’s fol- 
lowers wanted the issue decided bva viva 
voce vote, Lut Chairman Finney decided that 
the roll of counties must be called 
and the vote taken in that 
way. It was upon this question that the row 
opened. The chairman refused to entertain 
anappeal from the decision, and over one 
hundred men were on the flooratthe same 
time endeavoring to geta hearing. The con- 
fusion was great, but in the midst of it the 
roli-call proceeded, ‘and when it wascon- 
cluded Chairman Finney announced the 
election of Shepherd. Then the confusion 
reached its greatest height and fora time a 
general fight seemed imminent. 

A. L. Matlock, one ofthe Clark managers 
with a few resolute foHowers gaine 
possession of one wing of the platformand in 
defiance of Chairman Finney-put the motion 
that Lane be declared the témporary chair- 
8 of the convention and declared it car- 
ried. 

Sotwoconventions were organized inthe 
same hall at the same time, and after the ap- 
pointment of committees by both factions 
each side adjourned until to-day. 


JOINT DEBATE, 


STANDING UP FOR DEMOCRACY IN RANDOLPH 
COUNTY. 

MOBERLY, Mo., Aug. 17.—The first joint dis- 
cussion of the campaign in Randolph County 
was at Levicx’s Mills, fifteen miles northeast 
of Moberly, Saturday, where a grand picnic 
was givenand representatives of the Demo- 


cratic, Republican and People’s party juintly 
discussed the issues of the dampaign. Hon. 
U. 8. Hall, Democratic nomimee for Congress 
in the Second District, was expected, but be- 
ing umable to attend Editar J. A. Gustin 
was invited by the committee 
to lead off for the Democrats, which he did in 
a thirty minute speech, presenting 
in a concise and Ipgical manner 
the tenets of Democracy. Han. W. P. Wright, 
Republican nominee for the Legislature from 
Randolph County, followed ina characteris-

John M. London, the well-known ex-Green- 
backer of Macon County, the 
leading third party orator of 
this section was the next speaker. He talked 
for over two hours, bitterly assailing the 
Democratic party and boldly declared it the 
purpose of his (the People’s) party to ald the 
Republicans in Missouri by voting for Weaver 
and Leonard. He accused the present Demo- 
cratic Congress of having appropriated

Their industrial 
interests flourished under the low Walker 
tariff, and their sturdy farmers held to the 
sound doctrines of the Democratic fathers. 

On the questions of the extension of 
slavery and the preservation of the Union, 


which led to the war, they affiliated with | 


the Republican party, to which the task of 
winning the anti-slavery and Union battle 
fell. They became Republicans on war 
issues. 

Minnesota, Kansas and Nebraska became 
States when the war issues were uppermost 
in the country. They were settled by the 
same sort of people with the same senti- 
ments and sympathies as their sister States 
of the Northwest, and took their places at 
once in the Republican ranks. They, too, 
were Republican for the purposes of the 
war. ° 

Since the war the Republican party has 
lived in these States on the strong hold 
that war issues and passions gave it upon 
their people. But with the death of these 
issues and the gradual extinction of its 
passions great changes have taken place. 
The Republican party has changed, Under 
the control of a powerful plutocracy, built 
up by war taxation agd discriminating 


legislation, it has departed wholly from 


the simple and just tenets of Democracy. 
Its leaders and beneficiaries have appealed 
to past issues and feelings and have used 
false promises to maintain its power and 
retain their spoils. 

But signs are plentiful that the point of 
endurance has been reached. The Re- 
publicans of the Northwest have awakened 
to the true situation. They realize that 
the interests in control of Republicanism 
to-day are inimical to their interests. 
They tind no hope of relief from burden- 
some taxation and unjust legislation in 
the Republican party.

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THE NEW MINISTRY. 
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Gladstone’s Cabinet Already Under 
Newspaper Fire. | 


CONSERVATIVES DISAPPOINTED AT ITS 
GENERAL EXCELLENCE, 


Control of Irish Affairs Admitted to Be in 
Strong and Capable Hands—An Inner 
Cirele in the Premier’s Council—A 
Very Well-Balanced Body of British 
Statesmen. 


Lompon, Aug. 17.—Now that the new Cabi- 
net has been officially announced the news- 
papers have promptly taken up the work of 
criticism and comment. Liberals generally 
are satisfied and expect much front the aids 
to the veteran Premier. Tories, however, as 
might be expected, seize with a rabid eager- 
ness every point of vantage in dealing with 
the personnel of the new Cabinet and make 
the most of their opportunities. 

The Chronicle thinks that Mr. Gladstone se- 
lected the members of his Cabinet on the 
theatrical star company system. It says: 
**Forces of genius are with difficulty discern- 
ible, but they are sound and faithful men 
who will stick to business and to the leader in 
sunshine and perhaps form as good a Ministry 
asthe Premier, whois himself a Ministry of 
all fhe talents, could wish for while he has to 
be dependent upon a vacillating electorate 
and a heterogeneous majority.’’ The Chron- 
icle complains of the giving of a seat in the 
Oabinet to Arnold Morley when imperial in- 
terests represented by the Ministry of Agri- 
culture are left out. \Iitthinks Mr. Buxton 
equally as worthy of office as Mr. Asquith and 
Mr. Acland. 

The News says: ‘‘We consider it immaterial 
who the Viceroy of Ireland is just now, as 
long as Mr. Morley has the practical conduct , 
of the government of Ireland, but it ts satis- 
factory to knowthat Baron Houghton Is re- 
garded as a man of. great promise and as 
likely to go far in a-career of statesmanship. 
The new government,so far as it has been ar. 
ranged, hasa good deal of youth about it. 
Messrs. Asquith, Acland and Arnold Morley 
are examples of rapid but well-deserved ele. 
vation. The heaviest work will fall upon Mr. 
Gladstone, Lord Spencer, Sir William Har- 
court and John Morley, as the inner council 
for drafting the home rule bill. It can hard- 
ly be said that the new Cabinet Is not a duly 
representative one, nor can the old com- 
pilaint be made that the peers have it all their 
Own way. 

The Freéman’s Journal (Dublin) in an edito- 
rialon the new Goveinment says: ‘‘If there is 
substance inthe modern theory of hered- 
ity, Baron Houghton is likely to bea ju stly 
popular Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. His 
father was a gentleman and a scholar of win- 
ning personal courtesy, with deep sympathy 
for Ireland’s national aspirations. Theson 
is said to be active, distinguished and popu- 
lar in his own country, endowed with 
political ambition and ability and with 
Wealth and personal accomplishments 
will, enable him to fill the 
position with dignity and success. But 
unquestionadly the chief lesson of the ap- 
pofntment of Baron Houghton as Viceroy, 
without a seat inthe Cabinet, is that John 
Morley will take the administration of Ire- 

land completely into his own hands. We 
trust and Delleve that his administration will 
be thorough. Hitherto a change of Govern- 
ment has but slightly changed the adminis- 
tration of Ireland, This, the first Govern- 

ment ever elected with a distinct mandateto 
do full justice to Irish opinion, means a revo- 
lution in Castle methods.’’ 

The Times says: ‘‘Itis not without signifi- 
cance that Sir O, George Trevelyan’s promo- 
tion moves like his political professions, ina 
circle. Baron Houghton is a surprise, but he 
possesses important qualifications for the 
post, and In spite ofthe obvious disadvan- 

tage which bespeaks his sympathy there is 
every reason to believe that he will prove as 
eMicient a representative of the sovereign as 
that mongrel, a home rule Viceroy, 
can oObe.« Taken as a whole, the 
Ministry can scarcely be expectei to 
display, with one or two exceptions, that In- 
dependence of thougnt which was formerly 
supposed to be an honorable distinction of 
Liberal administrations. It approaches 
closely to Mr. Gladstone’s idea of himself as 
the Government and his colleagues as chief 
clerks, which he was unable to realize when 
te had independent colleagues like Lord 
Hartington, John Bright and Joseph Cham- 

Derlain. Putting Lord Rosebery aside, the 
Cabinet is not likely to have much influence 
on Mr. Gladstone’s policy.’’ 

The Standard thinks Baron Houghton old 
enough to have given some evidence of the 
qualities essential toa statesman. It proph- 
estes that the new Government will fall in the 
trial. Lord Rosebery’s appointment, it 
says,is evidence of the conservatism with 
which his more advanced admirers have often 
eredited Mr. Gladstone, and is a warrant for 
predicting Mr. Gladstone’s bark will prove 
worse than his bite. 

The resolutions adopted at the meeting of 
Irish societies held at Ogden Grove near 
Chicago on Monday last are being used by the 
Unionists to embarrass the Liberals. The 
Times says that one of the principai problems 
of the separatists is the treatmeut of so- 
Called political prisoners.

THE STEERING GEAR BROKE WHILE 


SHOOTING CEDAR RAPIDS. 


Bun Hard Aground on an Island—Oool- 
ness and Bravery of the French-Oana- 
dian Pilot Alone Prevented a Greater 
Disaster—Thrilling Expsriences of Pas- 
sengers—Heroism Recognized. 


MONTREAL, Aug. 17.—The passengers of the 
Richelieu & Ontario Navigation Co.’s new 
steamer Columbian, which ran aground in 
the Cedar Rapids yesterday afternoon, 
reached the city later in the day, and relate 
& thrilling story of their experiences. The 
Columbian, which was on her way from 
Kingston to Montreal, had about 200 Ameri- 
can tourists on board. Everything went well 
until the steamer struck Cedar Rapids. 
When about half way through the rapids the 
Chains connecting with the steam steering 
gear suddenly broke. Pilot Onlette 
at once connected the hand steer- 
ing gear, but to his consternation 
that also broke. The boat was darting 
down the rapids at the rate of between 
fifteen and twenty miles an hour, but Oulette 
ordered allsteamon. This was done to keep 
the steamer from going broad ide onto the 
current and rolling over. Under the impetus 
the Columbian made with the*rapidity of a 
railroad train straight toward a little island 
in the rapids, known as Crane Island. Nota 
passenger on board knew what had occurred, 
None realized how close they were to eter- 
nity. Indeed, most of them thought that it 
was part of the programme to take them 50 
Close to the island and that before reaching 
it the steersman would sheer the boat off and 
she would continue on her way down the 
boiling rapids. Suddenly a crunching sound 
Was heara as the keel of the steamer 
grated along the rocks. The Columbian 
had gone ashore in the center ofthe danger- 
ous rapids. The terrific current, running 
like a mill sluice, caught the sternand swung 
the vessel broadside to the island. If she 
had not been hard aground the current would 
bave carried her off the island and swept her 
helplessly down the rapids. 

When the passengers realized the situation 
great anxiety was felt to reach the land, as it 
was feared that the steamer might at any 
moment be carriéd down by the current. A 
rope bridge tothe isiand was at first sug- 
gested, but finally a temporary bridge was 
made by cutting down two trees. 
Hawsers were thrown out to the 
shore and the Columbian was held safe 
in her perilous position. About one-half of 
the passengers went ashore by the bridge. 
There were three islands to be crossed before 
they .could reuch the mainland. Between 
two of the islands the pative boatmen trans- 
ferred the passengers and the trip was,an 
experience that few of them will ever forget. 

W ben the main land was reached the party 
Was madeas comfcrtable for the night as 
possible under the circumstances, and next 
day the navigation company sent up the 
steamer Bohemian to bring them to Montreal. 
She returned here this afternoon. 

Mr. Cavin, one of the passengers, told the 
the following story: ‘*We all had been giving 
graphic descriptions how in shooting the 
rapids the boat would seem to be going 
ashoreon an island,and then by skillful 
steering would steer intothechannel. When 
we noticed thesteamer bearing down upon 
the island upon which wewere wrecked it 
seemed as though tie printed descriptions 
were perfectiy true, but in an tnstant the 
sound of the bottom crunching upon the 
rocks, the sightofthe bowspritin among 
the tree topson the shore and the sudden 
stoppage of the vessel at once produced 
general alarm among the passengers. 
Fortunately it was only momentary, asthe 
shore bad a reassuring effect. Before 
the excitement had subsided a 
French-Canadian, a perfect giant in 
build,and a companion standing on the shore 
were waiting to catchtheline thrown from 
the steamer and makea rope bridge upon 
which the gangways were thrown out. he 
crew immediately ran for the shore with 
their axes and cut a passage throngh the for- 
estto the shore, where small boats could 
reach and carry us offinsafety. They then 
felled two large pine trees about eighty feet 
long, which were stripped of their branches 
and thrown across the stream from the shore 
tothe steamer, upon which a permanent 
bridge was erected.
